The only defence against the H-bomb is common sense ''Know-How and 
Training" plus the will and the wit to use these twin keys to survival, promptly.

During these vitally important days, it will be 
imperative to insure the preservation and active continuity of representative 
government. 


Just as no sane 
person would ''Swap horses while crossing a stream" so no nation fighting for 
survival during an H-bomb blitzkrieg will dare risk the disintegration of 
representative government. 


This concept of survival planning calls for the inclusion of Civil Defence 
at all levels of government -- Federal, Provincial and Municipal. Above all, it 
calls for a sensible integration and unified direction of the national effort, both 
military and civil. 


The primary aim of Civil Defence is to prevent the unnecessary loss of 
life, The ultimate aim -- in the Western World -- must always be to insure the 
preservation of Representative Government,
